Winnipeg, in the belief the 
child had been brutally slain. 
Wilfred Adams found the 
bones, a few wisps of cloth 
and a pair of small shoes 
yesterday while dismantling a 
disused boiler in a two-storey 
brick building on Sutherland 
street about two blocks from 
where Julia disappeared April 
25, 1928. 


Identification of the shoes and a 
pair of ragged stockings still cling- 
ing to the bones was made by John | 
Johnson, 25-year-old brother who 
was but 16 at the time of the girl's 
disappearance. 

Later in pdlice headquarters the 
mother, Mrs. Anton Johnson, point-| 
ed to a wisp of dark brown hair 
and a torn piece of dress as having 
belonged to her youngest child,

No govern- 
ment ever fathers a law, or applies or mis- 
applies a law, without declaring that to be done 
to prevent somebody infringing upon the rights 
of somebody else. Mussolini, Hitler and Stalin 
are all “sound” on the proposition that their 
edicts are aimed to protect the general interests 
against invasion by individuals or classes 

The power to declare any occupation to be a 
menace to the public is too dangerous to be en- 
trusted to the judgment of any one man or any 
cabinet of men. But the power to declare all 
occupations to be potential menaces to the gen- 
eral welfare what this bill undertakes to 
confer upon the Minister of Trade and Industry 
and his eight associates in the cabinet of Alberta 
—and upon the unknown persons who shall 
follow them when their brief authority has come 
to an end 

Unless we have come to the place where 
responsible government is to be replaced by 
bureaucracy, where civil rights are to be dis- 
solved and replaced by political favors, where 
even the privilege of earning a living in the 
province of Alberta is to be subject to the 
consent of politicians, no such measure will or 
could pass the legislature. 

The “intentions” of the Ministers, which may 
be the best in the world, are not the point at 
issue. There is a place that is said to be paved 
with good intentions, but nobody wants to go 
there. The wording of the bill is what counts; 
and if the bill were translated into law every 
person in the province would be immediately 
and automatically reduced to serfdom. That is 
not what this Government was elected to do

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Benefits Of Fasting 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

Many of you have been cbserving the Lenten 
season, and it may interest you to know that this 
period was originally set apart as a season of 
fasting preceding Easter. 

The length of the fast and its severity have 
varied greatly from time to time. For example, 
at one time it was customary 
to observe an absolute fast for 
40 hours, eating nothing what- 
soever. However, the modern 
custom is to give up indulgence 
in one article of food during 
Lent, and this represents a 
partial fast, rather than a 
complete fast. It is interesting 
to know that during the 
Dr. F. McCoy Middle Ages, meat, milk and 
eggs were forbidden by laws of both church and 
State during the season of lent. 

Those who observe partial fasts at the pres- 
ent time are encouraged to do so by their leaders 
in church as an exercise in self-denial or as an 
exercise in discipline, however, I believe that 
there is an additional benefit to be gained from 
fasting which is seen in an improved state of 
health. Furthermore, one may experience both 
a mental and spiritual improvement from a 
fast properly conducted. 

The physical benefit coming from a fast on 
fruit juice or on entire fruit is based upon the 
principle that the body will improve under any 
regimen which speeds up the removal of waste 
material. The symptoms of discomfort which we 
designate as disease symptoms are produced be- 
cause poisons which are self-generated are not 
promptly expelled and remain to obstruct the 
natural flow of blood and nerve impulses. 


The paramount necessity in restoring health 
is to remove these poisons and such elimination 
will be followed inevitably by relief of the symp- 
toms from which tha patient has been suffering 

The vital forces of the body are used to carry 
on the functional activity of each organ. A large 
amount of this vital force is used in the digestive 
tract f-r the purpose of digesting and assimilat- 
ing food. As soon as we stop eating, the energy 
formerly devoted to digestion will then be at the 
disposal of the eliminative organs and elimina- 
tion will proceed iour or five times as rapidly as 
when the patient is eating. This explains why, 
when all food is withheld from the digestive 
organs, more energy is available with which to 
carry on an increased elimination 

his process of withholding food is referred 
to as fasting. While the patient may take no 
food whatsoever, and get good results, I find that 
the fruit juice fast in many instances produces 
even better results. Seemingly, the assimilation 
of the fruit juice places little work upon the 
digestion and at the same time, the fruit acids 
appear to help the process of elimination. Also, 
the food minerals and vitamins present in the 
fruits are of value to the body, 

When the body is released for a short time 
from the handicap of assimilating food it has the 
power of curing itself of many diseases caused 
by the congestion of waste material in the various 
organs and tissues and the patient reports that 
he notices an improvement in health. After re- 
covery, his main problem is to learn how to live 
in such a way as to kéep the eliminative organs 
functioning efficiently, so that these wastes do 
not again accumulate. So much for the explana- 
tion of the physica] benefits of fasting. 

In addition to the physical benefits, there are 
also mental and spiritual changes which take 
place. Many of the world’s great spiritual teach- 
ers have known this; for example, Christ is re- 
ported to have fasted 40 days. I believe that the 
Spiritual benefit will be more marked if the 
patient anticipates it. The great secret of all 
mental healing is to form in the mind a perfect 
picture of the condition desired. If this is done 
while fasting and the patient has this definite 
picture of spiritual and mental improvement, a 
greater good will be accomplished. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Nathan J. asks: “What is sycosis 
vulgaris?” 

Answer: This refers to ringworm of the beard, 
which is characterized by the formation of 
pimples, occasionally topped with pus. The term 
sycosis means an inflammation of the hair foll- 
icles, especially of the beard 

QUESTION: Brunhilde B. inquires—“Piease 
tell me some kind of remedy to use when my 
corn is so painful that I can’t walk on that foot. 
I tried using some kind of acid and succeeded 
in burning the part of the toe around the corn.” 

ANSWER: If the corn is causing such ex- 
treme pain that you can hardly walk. it is not 
particulariy advisable for you to use a home 
treatment. I advise that you see a chiropodist. 
If an acid strong enough to eat away the corn 
46 applied unskillfully, there is always a dan- 
ger that the adjacent flesh will be burned by 
its application. When you get relief from the 
corn, be sure to start wearing better fitting 
shoes which will not rub on the toe and cause 
the formation of another corn 

QUESTION: D. R. writes—"I am 57 years 
old, doing light inside work. Have been twenty 
pounds underweight for the past thirty years, 
but never sick—always on the job and full of 
pep. I eat two meals a day. Do you think I 
should eat more to try to gain weight?” 

ANSWER: Feeling as good as you do, I think 
it would be folly for you to do anything to try 
to gain weight. Your chances for reaching a 
ripe old age are much better if your weight is 
kept slightly under that figure which is usually 
Biven in weight tables. If you will plan your 
meals so as to get all of the different food 
elements your body requires you need never 
be afraid of eating too little. The usual danger 
lies in eating too much 

QUESTION: Mrs. Kate R. wants to know: “Is 
Melba toast to be buttered?” 

ANSWER: Melba toast is to be buttered 
fresh it is being eaten.

The Passing Show 


By JS. COWPER 

A hundred years, ago a Mr. Bennett stood up 
in the British Commons to move a reform 
measure, aimed to make the lot of the British 
soldier an easier one. His bill was to limit the 
number of lashes that could be given at any one 
time to seventy-five—the same as in the Navy. 

A British Secretary for War, Mr. Duff- 
Cooper, now proposes a set of improvements to 
make the life of Mr. Thomas Atkins—in peace- 
time at any rate—a much more agreeable one. 
Instead of three meals a day, the British Tommy 
is to have four meals a day: he is to have butter 
instead of margarine on his bread; when on 
leave his ration allowance is to be increased by 
threepence per day. Enlisted boys are to have 
a milk ration. Married soldiers are to be pro- 
vided with modern living quarters. Stoppages 
of say are to be abolished. For much of the 
unpleasanter fatigue work about the camp or 
barracks, civilians will be employed. 

The reason for these improvements ir the 
British soldier's lot is not hard to find. Living 
standards in civilian life have been impreved 
When the Government wants to stimulate volun- 
tary enlistment for Britain's standing army, the 
soldier must have his lot improved 

Many a hard-bitten sergeant-major will view 
these social ameliorations with questioning pro- 
fanity. He never believed in molly-coddling 
the men under him. But giving the commis- 
sioned officer butter instead of margarine and 
freeing him from latrine duty never spoiled him 
as a fighting man. 


Conservative parties are notoriously easier 
to lead and manage than liberal parties. Peo- 
ple who are agreed upon a policy of standing 
still haven't the room for differences that worry 
a party of people who want to go ahead, but 
differ on how far to go and what speed to make 
in getting there. But that doesn't explain aii the 
troubles that rise to rend the C.C.F. party. At 
one time C.C.F. troubles were focused in On- 
tario; for the past couple of years they have 
afflicted the party in British Columbia when 
political wiseacres were predicting that the 
C.C.F. party had a reasonable expectation of 
success. 

A year ago the party in B.C. split in two, 
and proclaimed their family feuds in the ad- 
vertising columns of the coast papers. Now the 
radical section of the party that still cleaves to 
the name of Co-operative Commonwealth Fed- 
eration in the coast province, has suspended for 
the space of one year, its most distinguished 
member--A. M. Stephen, well-known Canadian 
poet and novelist. 

This “suspension for a year” is a new note 
in political punishments. One can understand a 
party expelling a member for some grave and 
deadly political sin—like the expulsion of Mr. 
P. R. Rowe from the federal Social Credit cau- 
cus for having told the truth about the failure 
of Mr. Aberhart to make good on his rash pro- 
mises. One can understand the modern ritual 
of selecting a scapegoat upon whom the sins of 
the party are laid, and who is then driven out 
into the wilderness. But to suspend a member 
for a year? Does that mean that if an election 
takes place in B.C. this summer, the C.C.F. ex- 
ecutive won't allow Mr. Stephen to vote for the 
C.C.F. candidate or work for the success of the 
party? 

Enquiry into the fount of Mr. Stephen's of- 
fence makes the matter more mystifying. The 
crime he has committed against the C.C.F. cause 
is said by the executive to be that he “advoc- 
ated a ‘popular front’ of all progressive forces 
to fig ‘the impending menace of Fascism’.” 
Is the C.C.F. on the side of Fascism? No one is 
so foolish as to think so. Then where is the of- 
fence that merits a year’s suspension from 
working and fighting for human emancipation, 
because one wants to unite all progressive forces 
against the impending menace of Fascism?’ 


Fascist No. 1 spoke boastful words to the col- 
onists at Libya last week when he dedicated a 
triumphal arch which spans the new highway 
that I! Duce has had built across Libya from 
Tunis to the Egyptian border. On the arch are 
engraved the words, “Alme sol, possis nihil urbe 
Roma visere majus”, which may be translated to 
mean “Beautiful sun, thou canst see nothing 
greater than the city of Rome”. This taken with 
the boastings of his speech make it clear why 
Mussolini drew upon himself the attack of the 
bull in the marketplace the other day. Tae 
bull recognized a rival.
